REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
instant claims are allowable over the prior art of record, because the prior art is 
silent to a method of producing electricity at an auxiliary power unit in a vehicle 
comprising: sensing a reformer zone temperature at a reformer zone, wherein 
the fuel reformer is positioned within said reformer zone; sensing a hot zone 
temperature at a hot zone, wherein the fuel cell stack is positioned within said 
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hot zone; and adding a second process air flow to the hot zone if the 
temperature rises above a second selected temperature range. 

The prior art, such as Armstrong teaches a fuel cell stack in a 
temperature zone, but is silent to adding a second process air flow to the hot 
zone if the temperature rises above a second selected temperature range. 
Therefore, the instant claims are patentably distinct from Armstrong.
